To  Board  of  Regents

terms  on  the  MSC  board  of 
regents  by  Governor  Warren  E. 
Hearnes. 

Mr.  Phares  was  reappointed 
for  a  .second  term  after  serving 
on  , the  board  since  1965.  Mr. 
Yeaman  was  nominated  to  suc¬ 
ceed  Garvin  Williams,  Mary¬ 
ville  Democrat,  whose  term 
had  expired.  The  announce¬ 
ment  was  made  recently 
.sUer  tlic  Missouri  Senate  con¬ 
firmed  nine  appointments  to 
boards  of  regents  of  state  col¬ 
leges  and  the  board  of  cura- 
lors  of  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri. 

The  Senate  confirmed  the  ap¬ 
pointments  after  receiving 
nominations  from  Gov¬ 
ernor  Hearnes. 


Arriving  in  the  middle  of 
Maryville’s  worst  snowstorm 
this  winter,  Mr.  Richard  E. 
Leakey  was  cast  as  the  anthro- 
pdlogist  who  came  in  from  the 
cold  to  present  another  lecture 
in  the  “What  Is  a  Livable 
World’’  series. 

The  25-year-old  guest  lec¬ 
turer,  a  member  of  the  famous 
Leakey  family  of  explorers 
with  the  National  Geographic 
Society,  reflected  on  man’s 
“dubious  stature  as  an  over¬ 
developed  and  overspecialized 
exploiter”  in  the  mold  of  terri¬ 
torial  imperatives.  Mr.  Leakey 
spoke  to  Thursday’s  geology 
classes  and  remained  to  speak 
to  a  full  auditorium  of  inter¬ 
ested  science  and  discovery- 
minded  students. 

Digging  into  man’s  past  has 
occupied  Mr.  Leakey’s  re¬ 
search  into  Africa  as  the  possi¬ 
ble  cradle  of  mankind.  Evi¬ 
dences  of  man’s  paleo-ecologi- 
cal  origins  may  ^ve  a  clue  to 
stages  of  development,  the  ex¬ 
plorer  has  concluded. 

“I  enjoy  problems  immense¬ 
ly,”  he  said,  and  as  proof,  the 
guest  lecturer  showed  a  filmed 
adventure  “The  Search  for 
Man’s  Origin,”  which  led  to  his 
being  named  director  of  the 
National  Museums  of  Kenya 
at  Nairobi.  This  honor  came 
after  the  challenging  task  of 
removuig  the  bones  of  a  fossil¬ 
ized  elephant  from  a  dry  lake 
bed  into  Nairobi. 

Discoveries  at  the  lake  area 
of  Kenya  have  led  the  explorer 
to  discount  the  theory  that 
Neandertlial  man  is  an  ances¬ 
tor  of  Homo  sapiens.  “He  may 
be  a  clue  to  stages  of  human 
development,”  noted  tlie  lec¬ 
turer,  “but  not  as  a  prehistoric 
man.” 

Mr.  Leakey,  who  holds  no 
college  degree,  reported  he  had 
unearthed  the  oldest  remains 
of  man’s  known  ancestor  in 
recent  skeletal  findings,  re¬ 
mains  believed  to  be  more  than 
2.6  million  years  old,  accord¬ 


ing  to  the  Feb.  8  Kansas  City 
'rimes. 

Even  though  they  had  gona 
through  the  freezing  snow  and 
near-blinding  gusts  of  freezing 
wind,  the  audience  received  the 
young  discoverer  warmly.  The 
feeling  seemed  mutual  as  the 
man  complimented  his  audi¬ 
ence  but  concluded,  “I’ve  nev¬ 
er  seen  such  weather  as  you 
put  on  here  for  me.”  i 

So  it  was  that  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri’s  changeable  climate  be¬ 
came  Discovery  No.  493  for  the 
interesting  Mr.  Leakey.

His  only  remark 
was,  “That  kind  of  sugges¬ 
tions  we  don’t  need.” 

If  the  suggestion  had  been 
obscene,  I  could  have  under¬ 
stood  his  attitude,  but  it 
merely  referred  to  a  specific 
musical  group  someone 
would  like  to  hear  on  cam¬ 
pus.  If  this  is  not  the  type  of 
suggestion  the  Union  Board 
wants  —  then  what  do  they 
want?  Why  even  bother  put¬ 
ting  up  a  suggestion  box  if 
only  one  person  can  throw 
away  what  he  pleases?

of  this  decision  could  be 
minimized  if  the  college  term 
were  shortened  to  three 
years. 

Each  year  the  increase  in 
the  cost  of  education' causes 
many  students  to  terminate 
their  education.  Some  are 
able  to  find  means  in  assist¬ 
ing  with  finances;  however, 
the  tight  federal,  state,  and 
college  budgets  have  cut 
down  on  many  of  the  re¬ 
sources.  Setting  up  a  three- 
year  program  in  place  of  the 
current  four-year  plan  would 
provide  more  students  with 
aid,  since  an  additional  year 
of  expenses  would  be  elimi¬ 
nated. 

Campuses  are  becoming 
overcrowded  because  of  the 
increases  in  college  and  uni-^ 
versify  enrollments.  The 
funds  appropriated  to  institu¬ 
tions  are  carefully  dStstribut- 
ed;  nevertheless,  the  availa¬ 
ble  living  accommodations  is 
not  parallel  with  the  housing 
need.  Establishing  a  three- 
year  program  could  help 
remedy  the  problem  of  over¬ 
crowding. 

The  initiation  of  a  three- 
year  program  would  not 
mean  students  must  carry  a 
heavier  load  each  semester. 
Courses  in  some  areas  of  the 
curriculum  could  be  omitted 
or  students  might  be  allowed 
credit  through  a  test  out 
plan.  Hours  probably  could 
be  lessened  in  other  sub¬ 
jects.  By  cutting  dIown  on 
some  of  the  general  re¬ 
quirements,  pupils  could 
concentrate  more  on  their 
areas  of  specialization.  This 
opportunity  would  allow 
them  to  be  more  creative. 
They  could  develop  their 
skilis  further,  and  perhaps 
they  could  establish  better 
human  relations  with  depart¬ 
mental  professors. 

The  advantages  of  a  three- 
year  program  would  not  exist 
only  within  the  institution  be¬ 
cause  the  public  might  gain 
also.  Businesses  could  expect 
to  have  better  qualified  em¬ 
ployees  in  a  particular  area 
of  study  and  schools  could 
possibly  be  supplied  with 
more  competent  teachers.

if  amusements  become  lawless,  and  the 
youths  themselves  become  lawless,  they  can 
never  grow  up  into  well-conducted  and  vir¬ 
tuous  citizens.” 

It  is  obvious  that  if  such  a  philosopher  as- 
Plato  saw  the  need  for  laws  in  an  “ideal” 
situation,  we  should  see  an  even  greater  need 
for  doscipline  in  -today’s  society.  Oertaiinly  we 
would  be  going  'backwards  if  we  bad  no  regu¬ 
lated  system. 

Individual’s  Role? 

A  frequent  argument  for  the  various  “re¬ 
laxed”  rules  is  tii^  more  responsibility  is  left 
with  the  indiviiduai,  such  as  in  the  key  sys¬ 
tem.  But  stop  and  think:  Doesn’t  it  take  as

much  or  more  responsibility  for  a  student  to  . 
uphold  the  laws  governing  him  as  it  does  to 
be  “free”  to  do  as  he  pleases. 

Some  of  tile  changes  appear  trivial,  such 
as  going  barefoot  in  the  lounge  or  wearing 
uncovered  hair-rollers.  Nevertheless,  these  ap¬ 
ply  to  discipline  of  the  individual,  -vriio  is  tiie 
basis  of  all  rules  governing  our  system.  These 
so-called  steps  “forward,”  of  doing  as  one 
pleases  are  an  easy  way  of  avoiding  the 
question  at  hand.  Some  old-fashioned  disci¬ 
pline  could  certainly  not  hurt  in  considering 
what  changes  are  to  be  made. 

Thought  Urged 

The  next  time  a  low  is  to  be  abolished, 
think  twice.  Why  not  try  giving  as  much 
thought  as  to  why  it  should  be  k^  and  en¬ 
force  as  to  wtiy  .it  should  be  set  aside? 

(Because  our  system  must  progress¬ 
ing,  we  should  ■work  to  achieve  more  ade¬ 
quately  enforced  rultes  and  regulations,  per¬ 
haps  even  “i^lishing”  some  of  the  old  ones, 
through  working  together  constructively.

Not  only  is  this  a  waste  of 
time,  but  there  is  a  nominal 
cost  involved  in  purchasing 
4”  X  6”  cards  and  metal 
boxes  for  each  dormitory. 

The  method  has  become  a 
nuisance  to  departing  girls 
and  to  their  resident  assist¬ 
ants.  The  R.  A.’s  must  ex¬ 
amine  the  boxes  at  closing 
time  each  evening  to  insure 
that  each  girl  has  come  in 
before  curfew.  This  entails 
staying  up  until  11:30  p.  m.

As  he  lives  with  his  family,  he  wUl  try  to  give 
them  a  better,  more  valid  understanding  of 
Arnica  and  her  people. 


In  many  foreign  countries,  the  people 
have  gained  false  ideas  about  the  United: 
States,  perhaps  throu^  an  American  movie 
or  through  American  tourist  action.  The  am¬ 
bassador  will  try  to  counteract  'these  impres- 
saons. 

Also,  dining  his  stay,  the  ambassador  will 
be  attempting  to  present  a  more  truthful  pic¬ 
ture  of  his  home  country. 

After  the  ambassador  arrives  home,  his- 
job  continues.  He  will  strive  to  ^ve  Americans 
a  better  understanding  of  his  exdrange  coun¬ 
try.  Just  as  he  helped  extinguish  faulty  con¬ 
cepts  of  America  abroad,  he  will  seek  to 
change  false  impressions  that  we,  his  fellow 
stu'dents,  miglti  have. 

The  selection  of  candidates  who  couldi  ful¬ 
fill  this  job  is  a  task  not  many  persons  would 
ask  for.  The'oommiittee,  however,  meets  all 
demands  made  on  them.  It  has  followed  care¬ 
ful  procedures  in  maldiig  its  recommenda¬ 
tions.  Each  member  has  sp^t  many  hours 
sitting  through  interviews,  doing  reviews,  and 
studying  student  applications  with  care.

Foster’s  42  dedicated  years  of 
service  at  Wisconsin  State.  Her 
tenure  at  the  university  was 
longer  than  that  of  any  other 
faculty  member  in  the  history 
of  WSU. 

Miss  Foster  is  a  1918  gradu¬ 
ate  of  MSC,  and  she  also 
earned  the  master  of  arts  de¬ 
gree  in  1935  from  Columbia 
University,  New  York  City.  She 
has  taught  in  Arkansas  City, 
Kan.,  and  Bartlesville,  Okla., 
as  well  as  at  WSU. 

Teaching,  however,  is  not  her 
only  talent  and  because  of  her 
membership  in  countless  civic 
and  professional  organizations. 
Miss  Foster  was  named  to  tlie 
1968-69  Who’s  Who  of  American 
Women. 

Retired  since  1968,  Miss  Fos¬ 
ter  now  resides  at  714  College 
.\venue  in  Maryville.  Miss  Fos¬ 
ter  has  helped  thousands  of 
young  people  to  understand 
and  appreciate  the  art  of  their 
heritage.  When  she  joined  the 
WSU  faculty  in  1926,  she  was 
the  only  art  instructor  on  cam¬ 
pus,  and  before  she  retired  she 
saw  the  student  enrollment 
there  reach  beyond  6,300. 

School  Named  for  Alumnus 

An  elementary  school  at 
Hastings,  Neb.,  now  bears  the 
name  of  Mr.  Raymond  A.  Wat¬ 
son,  a  member  of  the  first  four- 
year  graduating  class  at  MSC 
in  1910. 

After  his  graduation  from 

MSC,  he  taught  at  Rockford 
School  south  of  Maryville,  and 
then  in  1911  at  age  18  he  be¬ 
came  superintendent  of  schools 
at  Coffey,  Mo.  Later,  Mr.  Wat¬ 
son  served  as  superintendent  of 
Schools  at  Bolckow,  King  City, 
and  Winner,  S.  D.,  before  join¬ 
ing  the  staff  at  Hastings.  Mr. 
Watson  also  taught  at  a  gov¬ 
ernment  Indian  school  at  Ora- 
bi,  Ariz.,  after  he  retired  from 
the  Hastings  school  system, 
where  he  served  for  33  years. 

In  1958,  Mr.  Watson  was 
called  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
Pacific  Trust  Islands  for  the 
United  States  Interior  Depart¬ 
ment.  When  this  work  was  fin¬ 
ished,  he  returned  to  Nebraska 
and  served  as  superintendent 
at  Elsie,  Eustis,  Juniata,  and 
Kenesaw,  Neb.  He  has  served 
as  president  of  the  Nebraska 
State  Education  Association.

Draft  Board  Secretary:  'Mr,  Nixon's  Proposal 
On  Deferment,  Calls  Geared  Toward  Equity' 


President  Richard  Nixon’s 
proposed  draft  reforms  have 
been  characterized  by  Mrs. 
Myrtle  Fttrguson,  secretary  of 
the  Nodaway  County  selective 
.service  board,  “as  the  steps 
likeliest  to  achieve  real  equity 
in  the  nation’s  draft  system.” 

President  Nixon’s  request,  in¬ 
cludes  abolition  of  undergrad¬ 
uate  student  deferments  and  a 
uniform  national  caU.  A  two- 


year  extension  of  induction 
autliority  has  also  been  re¬ 
quested. 

If  Congress  approves  the 
President’s  request  to  give  him 
authority  to  end  deferments, 
the  White  House  says  an  exec¬ 
utive  order  will  be  issued  to 
end  the  granting  of  II-S  under¬ 
graduate  college  deferments 
with  the  originally  proposed  ef- 
iective  date  Apr.  1970.  The

Charles  Wright,  the  driving 
force  behind  the  Watts  103rd 
Street  Rhythm  Band,  was  right 
when  pointing  out  that  most 
questions  about  his  band’s  style 
could  be  answered  by  watching 
the  eight-membered  group. 

Mr.  Wright  stated  that  the 
most  important  contribution 
the  band  is  making  to  music  is 
freedom.

Tape  Player  Theft 
Is  Local  Problem 


A  total  of  40  automobile 
stereo  tape  players  were  stolen 
in  Maryville  during  1970  and 
*more  than  80  per  cent  of  these 
thefts  occurred  at  MSC,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  report  released 
last  week  by  Maryville  police. 

The  police  have  urged  stereo 
tape  player  owners  to  record 
•the  serial  numbers  of  their 
tapes  and  keep  an  accurate 
list  of  all  tapes  on  file.  In  case 
of  theft,  officers  want  to  know 
the  make,  model,  and  serial 
number  of  the  player,  and  the 
title,  artist,  and  manufacturer 
of  aU  tapes. 

•Data  Is  Needed 

This  information  will  aid  law 
enforcement  officers  in  recov¬ 
ering  stolen  items  and  in  iden¬ 
tification  of  the  stolen  proper¬ 
ty.  They  ask  also  that  the 
owner’s  name  be  marked 
•indelibly  on  all  equipment. 

Scholarship  Deadline 
Extended  to  March  1 

The  deadline  for  submitting 

•  an  application  for  an  U  M  0  C 
Scholarship  has  been  extended 
from  Feb.  1  to  March  1. 

For  next  year  three  scholar¬ 
ships  of  $250  each  ($125  per 
semester)  will  be  awarded. 
Recipients  will  be  announced 
this  spring. 

•  Qualifications  for  the  schol¬ 
arships  are:  The  applicant 
must  have  a  2.25  grade  aver¬ 
age,  be  at  least  a  junior  next 
year,  and  file  a  confidential 
family  financial  report  witii  the 

^  Financial  Aid  Office.  Financial 
need  will  be  considered  in  the 
selection. 

The  UMOC  scholarship  is 
funded  through  the  Ugly  Man 
on  Campus  contest,  which  is 
support^  by  most  of  the  major 
organizations  on  campus.  The 

I  contest  is  coordinated  by  APO, 
men’s  service  fraternity.

Of  the  40  stereo  tape  player 
thefts  in  Maryville  during  1970, 
nine  theft-  victims  were  im- 
able  to  provide  officers  with 
so  much  as  the  make  of  their 
player.  Only  five  were  able  to 
provide  police  with  the  serial 
number  of  their  stolen  tape 
player. 

In  addition,  fewer  than  five 
per  cent  of  those  individuals 
having  tapes  stolen  could 
furnish  an  adequate  list  of 
missing  tapes.  More  than  250 
tapes  were  reported  stolen 
along  with  tlie  tape  players. 
Anotoer  500  tapes  were  taken 
in  larcenies  in  which  tape 
players  were  left  behind. 

Insurance  Limited 

Thus  far,  four  persons  have 
reported  stereo  tape  player 
thefts  in  1971.  Maryville  police 
are  asking  for  cooperation 
from  owners  of  automotive 
tape  players  and  other  acces-- 
sories.  Failure  of  individuals 
to  provide  adequate  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  stolen  equip¬ 
ment  lends,  credence  to  the 
possibility  of  insurance  fraud. 

While  insurance  companies 
continue  to  insure  tape  play¬ 
ers,  most  major  companies  are 
now  limiting  their  coverage  to 
include  only  one  tape.  Many 
companies .  are  considering  the 
elimination  of  coverage  on 
stereo  tape  players  other  than 
factory-installed  units  built 
into  the  automobile’s  dash. 

_  Other  companies  talk  of  lim¬ 
iting  stereo  tape  player  cover¬ 
age  to  separate  policies  cover¬ 
ing  only  tape  players  with  op¬ 
tional  tape  coverage  on  a  per 
tape  basis.

performance.  The  show  coin¬ 
cided  with  the  scheduling  of 
Black  Week  by  the  Brothers 
and  Sisters  Together  organiza¬ 
tion. 

Marking  up  the  small  crowd 
to  lack  of  wide  appeal,  the 
president  stated  as  Ws  person¬ 
al  opinion:  “A  lot  of  people 
don’t  plan  on  supporting  Black 
Week.”  That  reasoning  may 
apply  to  one  week  out  of  the 
year,  but  what  of  other  countr, 
less  efforts  that  Union  Board 
makes? 

A  new  policy  is  taking  shape 
for  the  120  people  involved  in 
planning  UB’s  schedule  of 
events,  some  of  them  two  se¬ 
mesters  ahead  in  contracting. 

‘It’s  Their  Money’ 

“We’re  spending  their 
money  for  them,”  said  Mus¬ 
grave,  “and  if  they  don’t  want 
to  attend  or  help  in  it,  it’s 
their  business.  We’ll  go  ahead 
and  spend  their  money  for 
them.” 

Apathy  has  long  been  the 
usual  excuse  for  the  failure  of 
any  organization  to  see  its  ob¬ 
jectives  fulfilled.  The  Union 
Board,  with  a  budget  that  its 
president  calls  “fantastic,” 
cannot  insure  the  size  of  stu¬ 
dent  turnout  and  support. 

Union  Board,  with  its  unre¬ 
vealed  total  but  still  “fantas¬ 
tic”  budget,  is  reponsible  for 
the  money  it  spends  but  not 
for  gripes  about  its  use. 

A  big  change  in  the  organi¬ 
zation’s  image  came  this  se¬ 
mester  in  the  whole  attitude  of 
Union  Board.  Working  out  of  a 
newly  decorated  office,  done  in 
part  by  Musgrave  himself,  the 
goal  indicates  that  UB  will  no 
longer  be  the  “intellectual 
body”  it  once  was. 

“In  the  past.  Union  Board 
set  itself  up  on  a  very  high 
plane,  with  intellectual  speak¬ 
ers,  tlie  president  explained  as 
he  cast  a  glance  at  the  surreal¬ 
istic  American  flag  painted  on 
one  wall. 

Turning  airound  with  a  ciga¬ 
rette  poised  in  mid-air,  tiie 
board  president  stated  in  one 
sentence  his  idea  of  MSC’s  av¬ 
erage  promoter  of  cliched 
apathy.

Perhaps  there  is  a  new 
attitude  all  over  campus  for 
more  relevance,  even  in  pure 
enjoyment. 

So  the  times,  they  are 
a-changing  for  Bill  Musgrave.

I  was  proud  of  the 
way  most  of  oiu"  men  per¬ 
formed,  and  with  a  break  or 
two,  the  match  would  have 
been'  closer.” 

Kent  Jorgensen  picked  up 
the  ’Cats’  only  win  when  he 
pinned  Tiger  Gene  Sterling,  in  * 
the  167-pound  match.  Mark  El¬ 
liott  accounted  for  the  squad’s 
other  point  When  he  wrestled 
to  a  draw  with  Bill  Rameriz.
